Routes of School 
Busses Announced 

Schedule for Lower Mer- 
ion Pupils is made public 



"Buy in Narberth 
and be Satisfied" 

Narberth Gets Credit for 
Season Tickets. 



The Narberth Board of Education 
has announced the routes and time of 
the buses wfliicb wll convey the bower 
Merion Hogh. School pupils from the 
Borough. 

One bus will leave Howard's Drug 
Store at 8 A. M., by way jf Narbcrtih, 
Chestnut, Wyunewood and Montgomery 
Avenues, and the other will start from 
Narberth and Woodbine Avenues, run- 
ning by way of Narberth, Haverford 
and Essex Avenues to the School. This 
car also leaves at 8.00 A. M. 

At the request of the school author 
ities, we are again printing the inform- 
ation relative to the opening of the 
Narberth Schools, and the hours be 
tween which classes will be held. There 
is also included the official notice from 
Superintendent Downs of the Lower 
Merion Schools, relative to the open- 
ing of the High School. 

The Narberth Public Schools will re- 
open on Monday, September 10th. All 
grades will work on a two-session sche- 
dule. For Grades I and II the sessions 
will ibe as follows: 8.40 to 11.40 A. M., 
1 to 2.30 P. M. Grades III and IV: 
8.40 to 11.40 A. M., 12.40 to 3.00 P. M. 
For Grades V to IX inclusive: 8.40 to 
11,40 A. M., 12.40 to 3.20 P. M. 

Pupils who are to enter school lor 
the first time must be vaccinated prior 
to entrance. The vaccination certifi- 
cate must 'be presented at time of en- 
rollment. It is advisable that this toe 
done at least two weeks before the 
opening of school. 

Lower Merlon Notice 
The Lower Merion Schools will open 
for regular work Tuesday morning, 
-September 11th.. Children who will be 
six years of age prior to April 1, 1924; 
may be admitted during the month of 
September. No new children may be 
admitted to. any grade of the schools 
until they present certificates of suc- 
cessful vaccination. 

Those who desire to enter either the 
Junior or Senior High School should 
present their credentials to Bupt. 
Downs. All Others sbouild report to the 
principals of their respective schools. 
AU wiho desire to furnish rooms or 
board to teachers should notify the 
Superintendent in writing prior to 
September 5th.

PLEASING PROGRESS 

To the Editor of "Our Town": 

It is ccrtaiinly 
sec work at last 
Recreation Center. 

The unsightly condition of this tract 
up to this time, its use for tine dump- 
ing of ashes, trash, etc., was exactly 
like a disorderly living room in an 
othcrwrisc splendidly hwu«?kept' resid- 
ence. And, unfortunately, many people 
are apt to form impressions from just 
such a casual survey. I know of no 
other way that a similar sum of money, 
Or even a much larger amount, could 
be spent to more favorably advertise 
Narberth. 

But don't let the work stop! I am 
informed 1 that what has >o far been 
accomplished has cost only eight hun- 
dred dollars. I, for one, would have 
guessed the cost at a very much great- 
er sum. I congratulate Mr. A. E. Woh- 
lcrt, who is doing the work, on the 
splendid why lie has handled this un- 
dertaking. Mr. Wohlert U doting thi> 
work without charging for his own 
time, or taking airy other i.iofit. Mr. 
"Wohlert tells m* that he estimates tin-it 
he. can entirely finish the grading of 
this tract along the present lines for 
an additional Twenty-five Hundred 
Dollars. Considering the bids that were 
just received, this is a .remarkably low 
figure, and one that would appear very 
much to our financial' advantage to im- 
mediately grasp. 

I realize there is more to be done 
than merely the grading. However, 
this is the first step in the right direc- 
tion. The land will then~hc useable t»> 
a limited extent for its intended pur- 
pose, and the cost of proper equipment 
will be solved when the time comes. 
And don't let us forget that the pre- 
sent Work wall remove an eyesore at 
'■our front door, a' condition that has 
caused a lot of unfavorable criticism, 
and in its place will give our town a 
six acre playground — an advantage not 
possessed by any other Main Line com- 
munity 1x> any extent that is compar- 
able with ours. 

I think it would be well for those of 
our townspeople who are glad to see 
this work started and want to see it 
eohf inued , without interruption, to ex- 
press their approval promptly to the 
Playground Commission and urge upoii 
them the, securing at the Septetober 
.meeting of Oouncil whatever authority 
"may Ve necessary to guarantee the 
! completion of the' present work — and

Regulations Covering Disposition 
Garbage, Trash and Ashes 

GARBAGE— The, Stem garbage as 
used in this notice shall mean animal 
or vegetable refuse, offal, and kitchen 
waste. 

TRASH — Trash is defined to mean 
household waste, such as paper, rags, 
cardboard boxes, old bottles, broken 
crockery, tin cans, worn out furniture, 
tree and hedge trimmings, lawn clip- 
pings and all waste thart accumulates 
around dwellings. It does not include 
waste from building operations and re- 
pairs, such as lime, bricks, plaster, 
stone, broken cement and lumber. 

ASHES — Ashes mean the residue left 
from fires in heaters, ranges and stoves. 

Receptacles 

GARBAGE— The receptacles for gar- 
bage shall be made of galvanized iron 
or other metal. They shall be water- 
tight, with suitable handles and tight 
fitting covers. . Any metal receptacles, 
other than galvanized iron, must be 
approved by the Board of Health. 

TRASH — The receptacles for trash 
shall be barrels, or 'boxes of no greater 
capacity than a sugar barrel. 

ASHES — The receptacles for asTnea 
shall be metal containers of a siae that 
can be handled by one man.

whereas in the second example the 
property is not entirely clear wfoen the 
building and loan runs out. As the 
building and loan association only car- 
ries $1500 of a mortgage and at the 
end of the eleven or twelve-year period 
the building and loan association is 
wiped out, you still 'have the first mort- 
gage of $2500 on the property. 

Many people complain that they 
would rather have a straight mortgage 
on a property because they feel that 
they miglit be in a position within 
three or five years to pay off some of 
the mortgage, and thus reduce thenr in 
torest. This condition is just as true 
of a building and loan association 
mortgage as it is of a straight mort- 
gage. As a matter of fact, the budhlling 
and loan association mortgage in this 
particular is more convenient, because 
in a straight mortgage, which runs for 
either three or five years, the mortgage 
has to be renewed at the end of that 
time or paid off, and of course can be 
renewed foT a smaller amount if the 
property owner deaires bo reduce it. 

In the case of a buiiQdiing and loan as- 
sociation mortgage, it may be paid off 
at any time in any amount. In other 
words, if a property owner feeds that 
he can pay off one or two hundred dol- 
lars yearly or even in a smaller period 
of time, he may do so and every time 
he pays any amount off on the principal 
of the mortgage, he reduces his inter- 
est just as much. Let us assume that 
the man with the first mortgage of 
$4000 in the building and loan associa- 
tion finds that he is in a position to 
pay off $500 per year. At the end of 
eight years he has paid off the mort- 
gage, but still has the stovk in the as- 
sociation, and when these shareis of 
stock mature he not only has his house 
free but he also has $4000 coming to 
him. 

Warning of Expenses 

Prospective property purchasers 
should' bear in mind the fact that there 
are always expenses attached to the 
purchase of a property. The<e expenses 
are the charges of hhe conveyancer for 
writing thie deed and mortgages, the 
charges for title insurance winch must 
be placed on every property on which 
there is a mortgage and the Charges for 
the fire insurance Which must ac- 
company the mortgage in the su'na in 
which the mortgage calls for, and the 
proportionate amount of taxes anil 
water rent for the balance of any year 
in which the property is purchased. 
Complete charges on a moderate sized 
property usually run around $100 and 
on large properties they will run from 
$100 to $200. Many people in buying
